The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art teaches or suggests that treating a 
chronic obstructive pulmonary disease patient by determining the severity of the disease by use 
measuring the soluble E-cadherin in either serum or urine or combination thereof in the patient 
correlating with the Forced Expiratory Volume in the first second of expiration. The closets 
prior art is the Bullock et al. reference (J. Allergy and Clinical Immunology (1998) 101 : SI 1 1) 
where Bullock et al. teach that E-cadherins are expressed in different disease stages including, 
asthma, COPD, fibrosis, sarcoidosis, but are not specific as a marker for COPD per se. 
Particularly, no teaching suggests that correlates the concentration of E-cadherin in the serum or 
urine with the measurements of FEV1 as an indicator of the severity of the COPD diseases in 
human.
